THE CAMPAIGN OPENS 


I he political campaign will open all along the line next week. 
Voting for delegates to (he Republican County Convention will take 
place on Tuesday, the hours being from noon to 9 p. rn. in the city, 
and in the townships the same as at the regular township elections. 
the number of delegates to be elected is IOO. 
The coming week will be an important one politically, as it will 
usher in a series of conventions that will not close until March 31. 
I he Republican county conventions will be held March 18, the Demo­ 
cratic county conventions March 21, the Congressional conventions 
of both parlies March 30, and the State conventions of the two major 
parties Friday, March 31. 
The Nonpartisan League will hold a mass 
convention in Minneapolis on the same day. 
Much interest is shown in the Republican state convention, but 
so far the Democratic gathering is not receiving much attention. 
The 
indications are at present that Senator Kellogg will be endorsed for 
re-election by a big majority. 
I he St. Paul Pioneer Press thus sizes 
up the Senatorial situation: 
“ Injection of the name of Mayor George E. Leach of Minneapolis 
into the Senatorial fight has not complicated the situation to any great 
degree, in the view of Republican politicians. 
Early reports that the 
Leach boom was a mere subterfuge to ‘cover’ the Hennepin county 
delegation are not credited. 
The Leach boom is aimed as much at 
Hallam as at Kellogg and is not likely seriously to affect either. 
“While the battle for indorsement is being waged hotly in Ramsey 
county between followers of Senator Kellogg and Justice Hallam, 
there is no such contest over the state, if reports from many counties 
may be believed. 
In many parts of the state the fact that Hallam is 
a candidate is not known.” 


THE POTASH INDUSTRY 


The potash industry is a present day example*of Republican 
protective argument, 
lf supported by adequate protection it will 
make us independent of foreign potash. 
Rendered a prey to Germany, 
we will again be dependent upon that power for our potash supply. 
It was the boast of Germany at the beginning of the World war 
that in a short lime she would have the world at her feet, begging for 
potash, and she realization that unless something were done it might 
be possible to make it good, I hat spurred Americans to the search for 
domestic sources of that commodity so necessary to the farmers as 
fertilizer. 
The industry is now iji a most flourishing condition. 
Production 
costs. which had been exceedingly high during and immediately fol­ 
lowing the war, have been cut to less than one-third what they were. 
This fact is cited as indicating what American ingenuity, science, and 
initiative can accomplish if left undisturbed by foreign attempts to 
discourage experimentation and stamp out manufacture. 
The war 
was serving the purpose of a prohibitive tariff. 
A restrictive tariff 
is all thai the potash producers now ask, and that is provided for over 
a five-year period in the pending tariff bill. 


THE LESSON OF THRIFT 


Secretary of the Treasury Mellon recently issued a thrift bulle­ 
tin in which tins assertion is made: 
“ Man wrorks for money. 
If he 
saves, money will work for him.” 
No doubt too many people overlook the truth of the statement 
that money saved will work for its owners. 
If a farmer had 120 
acres of land and raised 2,000 bushels of wheat and wasted the pro­ 
ceeds in IvgJ'i iivmg, so that he had neither seed nor the wherewith to 
buy for the next season, he would soon be a bankrupt. 
But if he 
saved seed for 120 acres and used part of his gains to clear another 
2 0 acres, to be seeded the next season, he would be making the 
savings work for him. 
Or, if he turned all the wheat into money, to 
be loaned to some one else who wanted to buy seed, the ultimate 
result would be the same. 
His savings would be working for him, 
iind doing some one else good at the same time. 
It is the margin of saving that really measures the industrial prog­ 
ress and development of the world. 
If there had been no saving from 
the beginning of the human race, we would probably still be cave-men.
